PREVIOUS ATTEMPTS ON SHIPS. 


Police Found a Bomb on the Umbria 
—Forty Killed on German Liner. 


When the attempt to blackmail] the 
Cunard Company became known last 
night it was. recalled that a bomb con- 
taining 100 pounds of dynamite was 
found on the Cunard liner Umbria while 
she was in her dock on Saturday, May 
9, 1903. Shortly before noon on that 
day a letter was received at Police 
Headquarters by special delivery ad- 
dressed to. Commissioner Greene which 
disclosed the fact that the dynamite 
had been put on the ship. The Cu- 
narder was to sail at 2 o’clock and 
many passengers had gone aboard. In- 
spector McClusky, accompanied by a 
corps of- detectives, hastened. to the 
pler and began to search for the box. 
It was found at the foot of the second 
cabin companionway in a pile of bag- 
gage, and the detectives heard a faint 
ticking coming from it. They carried it 

pier and lowered it 
into the water and, upon opening it 
later, found two boxes of amite, 
each containing 100 half-pound sticks, 
and clockwork by which it could be 
exploded. Had it gone off, they said, 
it might have blown the ship in two. 

The letter which gave the detectives 
the clue said that the dynamite was 
put_on the liner, and its presence re- 
vealed, as a warning to passengers not 
to patronize any ship flying the British 
aa6; It was signed “ Jietro Demar- 
tinl,” and he said in the letter that he 
represented “The Mafia." 

“The society has declared war against 
Wngland,”” the letter read in part, “‘ and 
has ordered the destruction of every 
steamer flying the British flag that 
saiis out of New York.” 

No reason for the war on British ships 
was given, but the writer said that 
the only reason the Oceanic. had not 
been sunk Ons es : lage “At. wag, tha 
too. many women and children were 
aboard. he box was taken on the 
nye under the. pretense that it be- 
onged to a passenger.

Forty persons were killed on Dec. 11, 
1875. when a case of dynamite exploded 
on the quay at Bremerhaven, Germany, 
as passengers were boarding the steamer 
Mosel of the North German Lioyd Line 
for New York. A number were injured 
and the Mosel was damaged consider- 
ably. The dynamite was supposed to 
have been in the private gage o

MEXICO CITY, June 11.—Nearly all 
the local papers published this: morn- 
ing an announcement that President 
Wilson desired a Carranzista as Pro- 
visional President. Sefior Esteva Ruiz 
denied the report, and said that; as 
far as he knew, the Niagara Falls 
negotiations were continuing. 

Here it is thought that the designa- 
tion of a Carranzista as President 
would be inconsistent with the very 
idea of mediation, which is to seek a 
middle course, and would be equiva- 
lent to asking Huerta to surrender to 
his sworn enemies, which he cannot 
be expected to do. Many Mexicans 
would be glad to see a neutral and in- 
dependent candidate chosen—one who 
would hold the balance even between 
the two extreme. factions—and it: is 
understood that Huerta would be will- 
ing to retire if by his retirement the 
pacification of the country could be 
accomplished. But it is held that the 
designation of a Carranza partisan 
would not make for peace, but only 
add fuel to the fire.

The very general opinion, shared by 
foreign residents, is that what Mex- 
ico needs is a strong and respectable 
non-partisan provisional Administra- 
tion, which will guarantee fair play 
to all pending the new elections, and 
not a bitter partisan régime whose 
chief object would be to make 
reprisals and keep the country’s 
wounds open instead of trying to 
heal them by a policy of conciliation 
and justice.

To Prosecute Subscribers. 


Mr. McKenna announced that civil 
and possibly criminal proceedings 
would be taken against the subscrib- 
ers to the funds of the Women’s So- 
cial and Political Union. The need- 
ful information as to the subscribers 
had only recently come into posses- 
sion of the police. Mr. McKenna 
feared that the funds of the soclety 
were invested abroad, but its sub- 
scribers were within British jurisdic- 
tion, he said, and would be proceeded 
against immediately. If the Govern- 
ment succeeds in its contemplated ac- 
tion, every subscriber would become 
personally liable for all damage done.

KING HEAVILY GUARDED. 


Police Watch as He Dines with 
Grand Duke Michael. 

Special ‘Cable to Tom New Yore Timzs. 

LONDON, Friday, June 12.—Special 
arrangements were made last night 
for guarding the King on his. visit 
to Hempstead to dine with the Grand 
Duke Michael and Countess Torby. 
The palace police were detailed for 
duty and they were in attendance 
during the whole evening, guarding 
the King unobtrusively. In addition 
a number of special branch men from 
Scotland Yard were present. The 
original route for the royal progress 
was altered at the last moment.

Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, June 11.—While the 
attitude of the Constitutionalists here

Senator O'Gorman 
opposed the suggested arbitration, say- 
ing it would be unfair to the President 
and to the country. 


Arbitration Useless, Says O’Gorman 


“Why should the Senate seek to em- 
barrass the President?” asked Senator 
O’Gorman. “The President has held 
that the British interpretation of the 
treaty is the correct one. Do’ you ex- 
pect him to select as members of any 
arbitral court that might be agreed upon 
men who would hold views opposed to 
those he already has expressed? To put 
the President in a position where he 
would be called upon even to make a 
selection would prove embarrassing. If 
the President selects members of this 
court who agree with him as he would 
be bound to do, let me ask the Senate 
what would there be for this court to ar- 
bitrate? Could there be any other re- 
sult than that which the President has 
declared in advance—that the British in- 
terpretation of this treaty is the correct 
one? 

“Tf there ever is to be a time when 
we should arbitrate this question that 
time is not now. You are now giving 
notice to the world that the American 
enero is vindicating the judgment 
of t President that the British con- 
tention is sound, and that its construc- 
tion of this disputed treaty is the cor- 
rect one, and that the act of a previous 
Administration was in violation of @ 
solemn stg 4 obligation. Don’t em- 
varrass. the. President in this matter; 
more than that, don’t embarrass the 
hundred million citizens of this Repub- 
lic, whose rights today are being ar- 
tered and sacrificed by this legislation. 


President’s Approval Expected. 


There has been no certain promise 
from the White House that the Presi- 
dent will sign the bill with its qualify- 
ing amendment, but there has been no 
declaration that ne will veto it, and 
party leaders in the Senate were prac- 
tically certain that its approval as 
amended by the House will lead to fa- 
vorable action by the President. 

The bill will probably be sent over to 
bey House tomorrow, and can. be taken 

at*once if the House leaders desire. 
T e Senate amendment will go into con- 
ference if the House leaders insist upon 
this course, but it can be finally dis- 
posed of immediately so far as Con- 
gress is concerned if the House accepts 
the Senate amendment and agrees to 
the bill as amended. A conference will 
delay final approval by Congress, but it 
is not expected tkat the measure will 
be kept in conferencé more than a few 
days. The evident temper of the Senate 
to defeat the bill unless aménded is 
expected to have weight with the House, 
and the Democrats, anxious to put an 
er.d to the matter as soon as possible, 
are expected to demand early action.

‘Before "the bill passed the Senate, 
Great Britain, on July: 11, 1912, filed a 
formal protest against the proposed ex- 
emption. The note transmitted to the 
State Department said: 

The British Government thinks that to 
allow American vessels pass through 
the canal without the payment of tolls 
would ‘be to violate the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty, whether the tolls are not collected 
or whethér if collected they are refunded. 
As to coastwise trade, the British Govern- 
ment thinks it would be difficult to frame 
a@ provision which .would not do injustice 
to their, interests. 

The. Hay-Pauncefote treaty supersed- 
ed the Clayton-Bulwer treaty under 
which Great Britain and the United 
States were jointly to build the canal. 
The Hay-Pauncefote agreement, after 
providing rules: for the regulation of 
the canal, based on the rules govern- 
ing Suez Canal traffic, set forth: 

The canal shaJl be free and open to the 
vessels of commerce and of war of all na- 
tions observing these rules on terms of en- 
tire equality; so that there shall be no 

discrimination against any such nation or 
its citizens or subjects in respect of the 
conditions or charges of traffic or other- 
wise. Such-conditicns or charges. of traffic 
shall-be just and equitable. 

The British note of protest. started. a 
lengthy -diplomatiec correspondence. on 
thé subject. Great Britain throughout 
claimed that the United States could 
not, under’ the terms of the treaty, make 
toll exemption of any vessels, - whether 
ts own or of other nations. Secretary 
Knox, who conducted the correspondence 
for the United States, in several lengthy 
notes contended that the exemption of 
American coastwise shipping was in no 
way a discrimination against other traf- 
fic using the canal. He asserted that 
the exemption was in the nature of a 
subsidy, not paid by imposing the tolis 
for certain American vessels upon other 
ships passing through the canal, but by 
the American taxpayers themselves in 
paying for the maintenance of the canal. 

"The avoidance. of possible friction, p 
said the note, ‘‘has been one of the 
main objects of those methods of — 
tration of which the United States has 
been for. so long a foremost and con- 
sistent advocate.

The Ninth Regiment of Coast Ar- 
tillery, N. G. N. Y., formerly the Ninth 
Regiment of Infantry, celebrated the 
fiftieth anniversary of the return of. 
the regiment, from the civil war last 
night by a review and presentation of 
service medals in Union Square, 

The regiment formed in the. armory 
in Fourteenth.

Jones, and Private Scott. First Sergt.

Connery received medals for ten years’ 
service. Then the veterans returned to 
the armory and the regiment made a 
short march, first down Fifth Avenue to 
Washington Square and west through

With reference to the election of the 
Legislature, the bill provides that “for 
the io, in the first .election to the 
Philippine Legislature, the Philippine 
Islands shall be divided by the Philip- 
pine Commission into twelve Senate and 
ninety Representative districts, and such 
election shall be held on the first Tues- 
day of June, 1915.”" A proviso is added 
to this as follows: 

That the Governor General of the Phil- 
ippine Islands shall appoint, without re- 
striction as to residence, Senators and rep- 
resentatives. who will, in his opinion, best 
represent those Senate and Representative 
districts which may be included in terri- 
tory not represented in the Philippine As- 
sembly; and in establishing Senate and 
Representative districts the commission 
shall not establish in such territory fewer 
districts than would be given thereto on 
the basis of the population as shown by,the 
census of 1903 of the Philippine Islands. 
Senators and Representatives would 

each serve for terms of four years. It is 
provided that ‘“‘no person shall be an 
elective member of the Senate of the 
Philippines who is not over 30 years 
of age, and who is not able to read

AFTER TODAY—THE COURT HODSE 

Today the Board of Estimate will 
have an opportunity to end the long 
period of uncertainty in regard to the 
new Court House. Everybody has had 
his say for or against the plans and 
the chosen site. The Judges, the 
Court House Commission, the board’s 
own Committee on City Plan, the 
architects and real estate men have 
all been heard, The city has been 
at a needless expense of from. $600 to 
$1,000 daily. while all these hearings 
and deliberations have been going on. 
Yet it has been practically certain for 
a long while that Guy LowELL’s cir- 
cular Court House would eventually 
be built north of the new Municipal 
Building, so why not get at it? There 
is a great deal of belated talk about 
the large cost of the undertaking, but 
if there is to be no graft in the future, 
the city can stand the legitimate cost. 
Meanwhile, it is paying out a lot 
of money on account of the Court 
House, that might as well go on 
the cost of construction instead of 
being wasted. 

It is believed that the disposition of 
the Board of Estimate is to end all the 
preliminaries today. There may be 
one or two members who have new 
objections to consider, but a majority 
of the members ought to be relied 
upon to carry through the motion, 
which will be to accept, without fur- 
ther hearing, the favorable report of 
the Committee on City Plan on the 
architect’s design and the site as at 
present agreed upon by the Court 
House Commissioners. The long delay 
has already perplexed and irritated 
the public. End it now.

Federation of Women’s Clubs are un- 
necessarily grieved and unduly excited 
by what they call ‘‘the present fash- 
ions’ in feminine attire. 

The trouble with their condemnation 
is lack of discrimination. It is de- 
served fairly enough by women who 
wear clothing immodest, ugly, or ill- 
adapted to the ordinary activities of life, 
including that most important one, safe 
and easy walking. Women. whose gar- 
ments illustrate one, two, or all three 
of these faults are to be seen, now as 
always, but they are not by any means 
as numerous as the amount’ of shocked 
or offended attention they receive is 
hastily taken to indicate, and for their 
Vices, their bad taste, and their stupid- 
ity neither their wiser sisters nor the 
fashions should be held responsible. 

As a matter of fact, the women whose 
dress exemplifies what may be called 
the principles of today’s fashions and 
avoids their eccentricities and excesses 
is better clothed from both the aesthetic 
and the hygienic standpoint than women 
have been for many centuries. They 
conform more closely to the standards 
set by art and medicine—which exactly 
coincide, by the way—than has been the 
wont since the classic era. For almost 
the first time since then a. woman can 
be ‘in fashion ’’ without wearing: either 
too. much or too little, without exciting 
the doctor’s horror by sweeping the 
ground with her skirts or arousing the 
artist’s rage by grotesque distortions of 
lines wherein he credits ‘‘ Nature ’? with 
one.of -her rare approximations to. his 
ideals of the beautiful. 

Why, then, all the criticism? Chiefly 
because so many people cannot see any 
difference between the unfamiliar and 
the wrong, and do not realize how soon 
the innocent revelations which now set 
their morbidly sensitive nerves a-quiver 
will leave them calm and indifferent,.

As enforcement of the law this is all 
right, but common sense condemns it as 
@ cruel absurdity—a proceeding much 
worse than useless.

to Go Round. man’s compensation 
law may have unexpected consequences. 
As worded, the statute provides that 
each child ‘under 18 years old who is 
orphaned by an industrial accident shall 
receive until arriving at that age. one- 
tenth of the wage which the parent 
was earning when killed. 

The first question raised by this pro- 
vision is How each child can receive a 
tenth when thé division has to be among 
more than ten. If they were all to get 
that fraction, the total amount paid 
would exceed the wage formerly earned. 
That seems unfair to the employer, and 
apparently. it would be illegal to divide 
the earnings of the dead man or woman 
into more than ten parts. 

Fortunately, this difficult problem will 
not in these days often be presented for 
solution, families of more than ten chil- 
dren being more than rare, while prob- 
ably not a score of families with the 
children all under 18 could be found in 
the whole country, and they not in the 
industrial centres. 

Possibly the provision under consid- 
eration may please some. sociologists 
and alarm others by its apparent placing 
of a bonus or reward on large families 
by reducing or wholly compensating for 
the money loss incurred when the bread- 
winner dies by accident. The influence 
in that ‘direction, however, if any, will 
be microscopic.’ Economic reasons do, 
of course, have much to do with deter- 
mining the size of families in all classes, 
but they vary so enormously among in- 
dividuals in the different grades that 
mere amount of income has a& relative 
rather than an absolute: bearing on the 
matter. What to one seems enough to 
support a numerous progeny, to another 
is accounted inadequate for even one 
child. 


TOO MUCH REGULATION 


Restricts Liberty by Trying to Gov- 
ern Personal Conduct. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Mr. John McKinlay Wight, a recent 
correspondent, thinks that Dr. Butler 
fell into a confusion of ideas in his re- 
cent statement: *‘ That against which 
the leaders of°the race revolted a cent- |} 
ury and more ago is now pressed upon 
us in another form as a desirable end 
at which to aim. Not liberty, but regu- 
lation and restriction are the watch- 
words of today.’’ Mr: Wight’s reply to 
Dr. Butler is that ‘‘ the attainment of 
libetty is the object aimed at by regu- 
lation today.” It seems to me that Mr. 
Wight has fallen into a .confusion of 
ideas himself, whatever may be said of 
Dr. Butler. 

Regulation is of two kinds: One en- 
deavors to prevent aggression, and the 
other seeks to govern conduct. Such. 
regulation as is clearly designed to pre- 
vent aggression, that is, to insure the 
largest measure of liberty for each by 
preventing others from infringing upon 
it, is inspired by a desire to preserve 
or re-establish liberty. But this is only 
a ‘small part of the mass of regulation 
ard restriction ‘with which we are af- 
flicted today, and which is the kind 
that Dr. Butler undoubtedly had in mind, 
A type of this restrictive regulation, in- 
terfering with liberty, is that new law 
which forbids women from working after 
10 P. M. There are hundreds of restric- 
tive statutes that are not inspired by 
any desire to extend liberty, but on the 
contrary are. intended to restrict lib- 
erty and make conduct conform to the 
notion of the regulator. 

Mr. Wight believes that the moving 
force back of regulation today is the de- 
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The new Workmen's Compensation 
act, as pointed out in an earlier article 
of this series, divides into forty-two 
groups the se-called ‘‘ hazardous em- 
ployments ’”’ to which it was the inten- 
tion of the framers that fhe benefits of 
compensation should extend. 

It is estimated by members of the 
Workmen's Compensation Commission 
who have given extensive consideration 
to the subject that the scope of the 
forty-two groups is wide enough to cover 
some 1,500 employments. The legal ‘ad- 
visers of various insurance. companies 
authorized to assume risks under the 
Workmen’s Compensation act, after em- 
ploying every process of elimination 
that the direct or implied meaning of 
the new law would seem to justify, place 
the total at a somewhat lower figure, 
but even they concede that workers in 
several hundred employments and. oc- 
cupations, possibly more than 1 ,000, will 
be entitled, in case of injury or death 
while at work, to receive compensation 
or death payments for their dependents. 

According to lawyers of long ex- 
perience and wide practice in connec- 
tion with casualty insurance the new 
law is replete with puzzles that will 
keep employers and the carriers of com- 
pensation insurance,’ as well as the Com- 
pensation Commission itself, guessing 
while these same puzzles will provide 
work for the courts for years to come. 
There is every likelihood that a good 
many of the ambiguous: provisions of 
the law may be amended at next year’s 
Session of the Legislature, but in the 
Hmeantime the inauguration of the new" 
scheme will be beset wits difficulties 
for all concerned.

A PAIL FOR EACH HORSE. 


Spread of Glanders Attributed to 
Use of Common Drinking Troughs. 


The Aldermanic Committee on Health 
held a public hearing yesterday on mattstte 
proposed ordinance to abolis 
drinking troughs for horses and aeets- 
tute spring faucets from which drivers 
can water their animals with pails.. BKe- 
cause of the spread of glanders through- 
out the city large numbers of horses 
have died or been déstroyed recently 
and the State Department of Agriculture 
has Piao quarantined the city. 
The disease, it is claimed, is spread by 
reason of the public drinking trough. 
Owners of horses differ on the reported 
spread of glanders through common 
-drinking troughs. 

Dr. Haven Emerson, Acting Commis- 
sioner of Heéalth, told the committee 
‘that horses are dying in the city be- 
,cause of the disease at the ph of sixty 
a week. From 1, to 2,000 horses 
have died or been destroyed each year 
for the past two years, he said: Herbert 
Barry,.counsel for the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. and 
Col, Alfred Wagstaff, its President, 
said that while they were not opposed 
to the ordinance they thought it would 
be better to defer action pending ex- 
periments with a device which will 
automatically flush the’ -drinking bowl 
after each horse has drunk from it.

Gold Searce in French Circulation. 

Travelers returning from France say 
that evidences of the hoarding of gold 
in that country are apparent in the 
every-day business life of ‘the: people. 
There is very little gold in circulation, 
according to a banker who traveled 
for several weeks within the borders of 
the nation, and the exchange of. a 100 
franc note into money of lesser denom- 
ination usually. brought the. whole 
amount in silver. .

| Aftr Long Negotiation Nassau 
Agrees to Consolidate with 
the Mechanics’. 


CAPITAL TO BE $2,500,000 


Trust Stockholders Get Share for 
Share in New Bank-—Deposits 
Foot Up $22,000,000, 


’ By a merger of the Mechanics’ Bank 
and the Nassau Trust Company in 
Brooklyn, which: was announced yes- 
terday, the largest State bank on Long 
Island is to be created, It will be 
known as the Méchanics’ Bank, 
will represent deposits amounting to 
$22,000,000. Charlies G. Balmanno, 
President of. the Mechanics’ Bank, will 
remain the head of the combined banks, 
and Andrew T: Sullivan, President of 
the Nassau Trust Company, will be- 
come First. Vice President, 

Negotiations for the merger have been 
going on for many months. The first 
attempt at consolidation was made four 
years ago, but failed because the Di- 
rectors of the trust company wanted 
that institution to retain its identity. 
When Mr. Balmanno became President 
of the Mechanics’ Bank on May 1, the 
Directors of his bank resumed negotia- 
tions to absorb the trust company. 
President Balmanno said yesterday: 

‘‘The combination makes a very 
strong banking institution, and big insti- 
tutions appeal to depositors.”’ 

The Mechanics’ Bank has a capital of 
$1,000,000 and a surplus of $561,000. It 
is sixty-two years old, and was recently 
reorganized. Mr. Balmanno succeeded 
George W. Chauncey, who resigned. 
The Nassau Trust Company has a capi- 
tal stock of $600,000, and a surplus of 
$400,000. The new Mechanics’ Bank will 
fave a capital stock and surplus of 
$2,561,000. 

By the terms of the merger the stock- 
holders. of ‘the trust company will re- 
ceive stock in the new bank. As the 
stock of the Mechanics’ Bank is held in 
half shares, the trust company’s stock- 
holders will receive two shares of the 
Mechanics’ Bank stock for eyery share 
of their holdings. 

Market quotations show little differ- 
ence in the value of the shares of the 
two banks. The bid price for the Me- 


chanics’ Bank stock was 152 on March 
4, and the bid for the Nassau Trust 
mpany’s stock at that time was 159. 
The stock of the Mechancs’ Bank pays 6 
per cent. as against 8 per cent. paid on 
the stock of the trust company

Workmen's Compensation Com- 
mittee Ready to Issue Pol- 
icies to Employers. 


ADVANCE PREMIUM LOWER 


Form of Contract Marked by Sim- 
plicity—Ald for Small Employ- 
erse——Department of Safety.

Tt was announced yesterday at the 
office of the State Workmen's Com- 
Pensation Commission that the rates 
for itigurance in the State Insurance 
Fund have been decided upon and that 
the Fund would commence the issue of 
Policies to employers immediately. 
There are more than 1,000 classifica- 
tions. 

The rates of advance premium for in- 
surance in the State Fund are some- 
what lower than the schedule of rates 
promulgated recently by the Superin- 
tendent of Insurance as the. minimum 
tariff of premiums which the stock and 
mutual companies, writing insurance 
under the act will be permitted to 
charge. The difference in rates be- 
tween the State Fund and the stock 
and mutual companies will be between 
8 and 9 per cent. in favor of the State 
Bund in all classifications. 

The management of the State Fund 
haa computed these rates upon a basis 
which will, it is believed, permit the 
payment of liberal dividends to policy 
holders in that organization. Where 
employers assume for themselves the 
payment of the statutory medical aid 
provided for in the law the premium 
will be reduced by 20 per cent, the 
State Fund in such case insuring the 
employer against all compensation to 
employes or their dependents, except 
medical aid. 

It is alao announced that the State 
Fund will become a meniber of the 
Compensation Inspection Rating Bur- 
eau, an organization composed of vari- 
ous insurance carriers under the act, for 


the acpose of applying schedule rating 
to ufac based upon @ 
careful. physical spection of the plant 
by expert safety engineers.

HAIR OR WOOL? 
Both for Sale Purposes, but Only 


Hair for Customs, 


How merchandise was sold to one con- 
¢érn as wool, and to another as hair, is 
revealed in the protest case of the 
Fearon Dahiel Company of this city, de- 
cided yesterday by the Board of United 
States General Appraisers. The firm 
entered. merchandise invoiced as animal 
hair, consisting of.the hair of China 
sheep, wool of the third class, valued 
at less than 12 cents per pound. It 
Was. so returned by the Appraiser, the 
Collector taking duty at the rate of 4 
cents a pound under Paragraph 3870 of 
the wool schedule. 

The tmyporters went before the board 
with the contention that the commodity 
should be admitted free of duty under 
Paragraph 588, act of 1909, as hair of 
eattle and other animals. The testimony 
taken at the hearings before Judge 
Brown is voluminous and conflicting. 
The importers’ witnesses, who are deal- 
ers in hair and wool, all testified that 
the merchandise is clearly hair, not 
wool. On the other hand, the Govern- 
ment witnesses testified that.it is wool, 
at least for dutiable purposes. Wool 
Examiner Seaver of this city admitted 
that the merchandise consists largely 
of hair, but asserted that it contains a 
percentage of wool, which justified the 
classification as wool. The importers’ 
witnesses, called in rebuttal, accounted 
for the presence of the small quantity 
of wool as being not wool proper, but 
@ woolly undergrowth of the hair. 

It appears from the record before the 
board that a consignment was sold to a 
Philadelphia firm as hair, while an- 


other cons ent of the identical goods 
was disposed of to the Alexander Smith 
& Sons Carpet Company of Yonkers as 
wool. The memorandum of the 9 o 
the carpet concern. stated the product 
to be wool. Mr. Mote, agent for the 
importers, explained this by the olaim 
that he sold merchandise by sample ae 
what it is worth, not designatin 
either as hair or wool, and shipped, 
hair the portion sold in Philadelphia, 
while he shipped the portion to the 
Smith Company as wool “tT 
was usually selling them wool.” The 
gate company’s rep Ppresentative testi- 
be he et & e product as wool, 
that i bes Wott wes to him to be 
wees, ind t was wool in fact, not 
judge Brown, in his dectsion for the 
board, sustains the protest for classi- 
fication free % duty as animal hair.

FIGHT LABOR EXEMPTION. 


U. &. Chamber of Commerce Has 
Referendum on.Clayton Bill. 


At the New York office of the Cham- 
ber.of Commerce of the United States, 
1,126 Woolworth Building, it was an’ 
nounced yesterday that the organiza- 
tion will immediately begin a fight 
against the passage by the Senate of 
the amendment to the Clayton Anti- 
trust bill exempting labor and agricul- 
tural organizations from prosecution 
under the trust laws. Letters of pro- 
test have been sent to President Wil- 
son, Vice President Marshall, Speaker 
Clark, and the Chairman of the Ju-. 
diciary Committee of the Senate, which 
is now considering the bill in the form 
in which it was passed by the House 
@ week ago. 

The Chamber of Commerce of the 
United BStates, according to Allen 
Walker, who is in charge of its Dastern 
Division, is composed of 574 commer- 
cial organizations with a total mem- 
bership of 350,000 business men. A ref- 

dum vote has already been takén 
regarding the plan to exempt labor and 
agricultural organizations from the trust 
laws, he said, and about 99 per cent. of 
the representatives of the various or- 
7 gre og reported their montanes as 
unfavorable to the A ref- 
erendum vote on each in vidual clause 
of the Clayton bill as it now stands will 
be begun this week, he said, and will 
be completed within forty-five days. 
Mr. Walker said he had received as- 
surances that the Senate would not pass 
on the bill until the result of this vote 
among business men of the country had 

been ascertained,
